Labor day wna sponsored orlfjlnally by tho 
Knights of Labor. lirst general trade union 
organization In this country, which had 
much more Tcsemblonco to tho present-day 
C. 1. O. than to. the A. F. ol L. 

Quite naturally, perhaps, wc have come to 
think of Labor doy as the particular property 
'Of those workers who are organized into trade 
unions — tho ones of whom wo Bpcak, rcvcr- 
ent!y or IcarluUy, as Labor with a capital 
••L." 

But since this year we tire IlGhtlng a bloody 
war for the preservation of democracy, let's 
taJk about democratic labor— with the nmall 
"1" — which comprises perhaps B5 or flO per 
cent ol those who work lor a Jiving. 

Bccanxc of the shortslghtcdness^nd some- 
times the selfishness of certain union offl- 
clola. Labor — with tho capital "L" — has 
brouBht upon itsolf Ircijucnt severe denunci- 
ation. 

But Labor' la made up largely of laborers. 
And the record will show that labor— the 
wen who actually do tho work — fins proven 
Itself as actively, Bacrlllclally patriotic as 
any clement in our population. 

Bscause of our geographical position, be- 
ca'jsc ct our vast natural resources and be- 
came of our productive capacity, the antl- 
as!s world Is forced to depend upon the 
United States for much of the materiel of 
War. 

Upon the shoulders of American labor the 
fate ol the world rests today. If labor con- 
tinues to come through as It has been doing, 
totalitarianism can bo whipped. It labor were 
to lot down, OS nobody has the right to expect 
that it will, then all the courage of all the 
soldiers find aallora of the United Nations 
cannot save us. 

Tho point to bo kept in mind Is that de- 
mocracy depends upon American labor, not 
American Lobor. The first, without the capi- 
tal "L," Includes the 85 per cent who are not 
unionised, plus probably 09 per cent of those 
Who do belong to unions. 

Tho toys In the front lines look for their 
Weapons and munitions to the men at the 
machines — not to tho relatively few union 
officials who show an inclination sometimes 
to forget that this is not tholr private war. 

The men behind the machines are you and 
us, tho folks with whom wo brush shoulders 
on the street. 

Give them a chance to speak for them- 
selves, and these millions arc as wiUlne to 
fiacrlfico for tho preservation of democracy 
OS any loud-voiced strcot-comcr orator. 

So on Labor day this year let's forgot that 
the lint Monday In September used to bo 
dedicated to Labor, and In the brief moment 
that wo can spare from production for war, 
let us remember that labor should not bo 
branded for the sins of a few of Its self- 
proclaimed oracles. 



HOW IT WORKS IN CANADA 
Canada, in the war two years ahead of tho 
United States, has learned a lot about man- 
I power shortages, need for Increased revenue, 
price freezing, Job freejlng. curbs on credit 
buying, and many other probl?mjt that Uncle 
Sam must lace before he's through.
